THERE HAS BEEN INCREASING CONCERN in Canada'in recent 


years over the number of accidents involving motor vehicles. 


Increases in 


population and in the number of cars and trucks on the roads no doubt 
account in part for the growing number of accidents, but there is strong 
feeling in many quarters that more interest should be shown in lowering 


the number of accidents which occur on our highways. 


During the last 


war, the number of Canadian service men killed, wounded and missing 


totalled 94,000, In the same period, 


at home in Canada, 170,000 persons 


were killed or injured in motor accidents on our highways.

Many Causes 
Of Accidents 


There are many causes of motor accidents. 
brakes, other mechanical defects, poor judgment on 
the ‘part of drivers, excessive speeding and drunken 


Faulty 


driving all,contribute to the annual toll of accidents. 


Some mishaps are unavoidable. 


Weather conditions sometimes produce 


hazards which even the most capable and careful drivers cannot avoid. 
Sometimes too, circumstances arise which make an accident unavoidable, 


although the drivers may not be at fault. 


However, there are many cases 


in which negligence in one form or another is responsible for fatalities on 
the road and there is growing feeling that more effort should be made to 


eliminate accidents of this nature.

Prairies Have 
Better Record 


ent localities 


and are, of course, to some extent 


dependent upon such factors as the’ ratio of the 


number of cars to the pdpulation, the number of 


tourist cars on the roads and the density of population. 


There are fewer 


motor accidents in the prairie provinces than in other parts of Canada. 
In 1949, the last year for which figures are given in the Canada Year Book, 
of the total of 115,225 accidents which occurred in that year, there were 


7,447 in Manitoba, 5,733 in Saskatchewan, and 8,700 in Alberta, 


These 


were low compared to the figures for Ontario, where there were 27,406 


accidents and’ Quebec where the total was 20,406, 


It is obvious that this 


difference is due in a large part to the. difference in population and in the 


number of cars in circulation. 


However, it is recognized also that the 


west has been very progressive in trying to control the number of acci- 


dents. 


Progress in conquering this serious threat to life and property ‘is 


to be commended and it is to be hoped that the coming yéar will see a 
marked decrease in the number of highway accidents in Canada. 


Manitoba Has Made Big 
Strides In Industrial Way 


Colonization of New Areas in 
Province Were One of the Features 


WINNIPEG.—This year was 


one of outstanding achievement 


for a large and growing group of industries based on Manitoba's 
natural resources, Hon: J. S. McDiarmid, minister of mines and 
natural resources, said in his year-end review. 


The industries produced “new 
wealth, provided, new employment, 
‘opened up new markets for other in- 
dustries and, in certain instancés, 
were primarily responsible for the 
colonization of new areas in the prov- 
ince.” 

The report noted: 

Mineral production in the past 
year is expected to total $28,000,000, 
the same as last year. 

Forest’ production, valued at $22,- 
350,000, exceeded all previous records. 

Hydro-electric power generated in 
1951 amounted to slightly more than 
2,570,000,000 kilowatt hours, an in- 
crease of 4.3 per cent. over 1950. 

Overall wild fur production jump- 
ed seven per cent. compared with 
the previous year, to a value of $3,- 
393,412, ; 

Fish production during the winter 
1950-51 and summer and fall seasons 
of this. year was 33,673,100 pounds 
valued at $7,264,230. This is an in- 
crease of 2,272,900 pounds and $1,-

An estimated 600 farm units, or 
100,000 acres of crown and _ school 
lands were disposed of to new and 
established settlers. Average selling 
price of the land was $9 an acre. 

Two devélopments highlighted min- 
eral development — completion of 
lands for bringing the Lynn Lake 
nickel-copper deposits into produc- 
tion and discovery of the first “‘sig- 
nificant” quantities of oil in the Vir- 
den area. 


The. Lynn Lake project, including 


construction of a railroad to the new |. 


mine site, will entail an expenditure 
in Manitoba of more than $35,000,- 
000. It will ®e the province’s most 
northerly mine and is expected to be 
in production before the end of 1953. 

A systematic search for oil and 
natural gas initiated in 1947 was re- 
warded this year by production ob- 
tained from two wells located 10 
miles southwest of Virden. 

Average total daily production 
from the wells was 70 barrels, Mr. 
McDiarmid said. _ Exploration for oil 
is proceeding in Manitoba on an un- 
precedented scale, 

The forest fire season was below 
Only 169 fires occurre 
which action was necessary. In the 
past 10 years forest fires have aver- 
aged 383 a year. 

Most significant forestry develop- 
ment was signing of an agreement 
under which the federa] government 
will share equally with the province 
the cost of a forest inventory and 
assisting reforestration of crown 
lands. :

Loan For Alberta 


‘ EDMONTON. — Henry G. Young, 
president of the Farmers’ Union of 
Alberta, said that Alberta should be 
entitled to one-third of the federal 
and bank loans involved in the fed- 
eral. emergency relief for, farmers 
unable to harvest their crops. He 
said this would be more than $6,000,- 
000 under*the maximum of $20,000,- 
000 in loans.

OTTAWA.—Canadian farmers 
got $1,864,900,000 from, the sale 
of their products in the first nine 
months of this year for a 25 per 


cent. gain over the same period 
of 1950. 


The Bureau of Statistics said that 
cash income from farm products this 
year was up in all provinces, with 
the greatest percentage gain in Mani- 
toba and the largest absolute increase 
in Saskatchewan. 

January to Septernber income of 
Canadian farmers amounted to $1,- 
487,600,000 last year. 


Supplementary. payments to farm- 
ers this year under provisions of the 
Prairie Farm Assistance Act amount- 
ed to $10,100,000 against $9,300,000 
in 1950. 

The Bureau of Statistics said that 
the increase in farm cash income 
was “largely the result of substan- 
tial Canadian Wheat Board paymtnts 
during the first six months and high- 
er average livestock prices for the 
entire period.” . © 

It reported that heavy spring grain 
marketings which had contributed 
materially to the income for the first 
half of this year were offset to a 
large extent by a “substantial reduc~ 
tion” in marketings of wheat, due 
to adverse weather, in the third 
quarter, 

Ontario farm income led all others, 
amounting to $590,446,000 as com- 
pared with $504,710,000 last year. 
Quebec income was $304,232,000 com- 
pared with $258,101,000. Saskatche-

World of Wheat 


Good Germinating Seed 


The great bulk of the seed sown 
by farmers each spring comes from 
the grain they have in their own 
bins. There are some districts in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan where 
the farmer’s own grain — wheat, 
oats, barley and flax—is not fit 
for sowing, either because it. is 
damp ‘or because of low germin- 
ation. Authorities tell us that no 
grain should be sown that con- 
tains over 16 per cent of moisture 
(because damp seed may be dor- 
mant and not germinate in the 
field until late June or early July) 
and that farmers should make 
their own germination tests on 
their farms of the exact grain they 
intend to sow: that if the germin- 


ation shown is lower than 65 per - 
deducting obviously | 


cent, after 
weak and feeble sprouts, then the 
farmer should secure better seed, 
perhaps from his last year’s held- 
over grain ,or should write to his 
district representative. or to the 
Department of Agriculture of his 
Province and see about securing 
dry grain of good germination from 
another district. It is believed that 
a germination test on the farm 
(easy to make by the farmer) of
